FATAL TRAIN* WRECK, 


Northwestern - Freight Collides With 


Engine. Three Killed. 


One of the most disastrous train 


wrecks In the history of this division 
of tho Northwestern road occurred 
ato last Thursday night near Van 
Busklrk. "A light engine south bound 
'rom Ironwood In charge of Conduc- 
tor Parsons and Engineer Fitzgerald 
net In head end collision with a log 
train in charge of Conductor Wado 
and Engineer Kane. 
The accident 


occurred on a curve and both trains 
were going at a good, rate of speed. 
Firemen Ryland and Curran were 
killed 
and 
Engineer 
Fitzgerald 


•ecclved 
injuries which terminal- 


id In his death at Ironwood a few 
lours later. Conductor Parsons on 
tho lone engine sighted the log train 
when tho trains wore1 only a few car 
ongths apart and knowing that a 
smash-up could not bo averted shout- 
ed to his crew to Jump. Parsons man- 
aged to do BO but the engineer and lire- 
man wore less fortunate and wore 
crushed between their engine and ten- 
der. The men on tho logging engine al- 
so saw what was about to happen and, 
with tho exception o f ' the tlreman, 
umped. In Jumping, Conductor Par- 
ons struck on a stump receiving a 
vound in the abdomen. Twobrakomen 
lamed Beard and Jerru were Injured 
but not seriously. Both locomotives 
voro completely demolished as was 
also several cars. The wreck tied up 
rolght trafttc on the road for nearly 
an entire day and passenger trains 
were obliged to go around by Waters- 
ncot and Monlco. 


Wo learn that tho wreck was tho 
esult of a mistake made by W. J. 
Doherty, a dispatcher In tho Ashland 


Illce. Doherty was at one time agent 
or tho Northwestern in this City and 


well known hero. 
Ho had only 


jcen serving as dispatcher for two 
lights previous to tho accident. 


Engineer Fitzgerald and tho two 


Iremen who met their deaths were 
veil known along the road and havo 
nany friends In Rhlnelander. Fire- 
nan Curran was a nephew to John C. 
'urran, a former resdont of this City, 
lo lived in Wausau. Ryland was son- 
n-lawto Mr. Meyers of Monlco. John 
ritzgerald of Ironwood was one of 
ho best known and most competent 
nglnecrs on tho road.

Tho 
wiping out of a few more villages and 
farms, the moving of a fow hundred 
miles of railroad track—a total loss of 
say oven $30,000,000, Is a mere trifle 
compared to tho scientific value ol 
this experiment of forming a large 
body of water whero there was none 
before and tho possible commercial 
value consequent on a change of clim- 
atic conditions over a wide area.—S

Now York.—Purls courts have taken 


another twist at drcssmnkorV suits 
for extravagant gowns and unpaid 
bills. From tho French capital comes 
a decree that will Interest dressmak- 
ers as woll as women who have a 
penchant for running up bills which 
they know hubby can never pay. A 
fashionable dressmaker In Paris de- 
manded $5,800 for 2f gowns supplied 
to a woman within two months, and 
sued tho woman and her husband. 


Tho French court awarded $3,800 


to tho plaintiff, pointing out that even 
If tho husband gives his wlfo authority 
to purchase toilets it must bo pre- 
sumed that ho Intends her to bo rea- 
sonable. Tho court rules that It IB 
tho duty of dressmakers to Inquire' 
whether orders given by tho wlfo ac- 
cord with tho husband's financial 
status. 


Tho court also cautions tradesmen 


that they should show prudence and 
reserve when orders nro offered which 
aro obviously exaggerated and extrav- 
agant.

At the Nation's Capital 


Social Feud Said to Be' Cause of Chairman Shonts' Resignation from 


Panama Canal Commission—Study of "Fire Alarm" Foraker ol 
Ohio—Other Gossip from Washington. 


WASHINGTON. — "Official etiquette," and 


snobbishness In capital society, ot which his wife 
and daughters, Theodora and Marguerite, wore 
victims, Is declared, to bo the real cause of Theo- 
dore P. Shonts' resignation from his $30,000 a year 
position us chairman of the Panama canal com- 
mission. 
. . . . 


It. was natural for outsiders to'suppose that 


when Mr. Shonts camo hero from Chicago as chair- 
man of the commission ho would take high rank 
In the government and have a correspondingly 
high social status In tho fabric of Washington. 
Mr. Shonts, who was president ot a railroad,-did 
"hot realize that tho actual control over the dig- 
ging of'tho canal had been offlclally placed In tho 
hands ot tho secretary of war. who was paid 
J2S.OOO a year, 


Mrs. Shonts also misunderstood her rank In society, and out of the mis 


apprehension grow a social conflict eo great that President Roosevelt had to 
settle it. Tho president ruled that the Isthmian canal commission takes rank 
Immediately after tho Interstate commerce commission. Chairman Shonts, 
therefore, was outranked socially by Chairman Knnpp, by tho civil ssrvlco 
commission and by tho regents and secretary of tho Smithsonian Institution, 
to say nothing of tho members of tho'cabinet, tho diplomatic corpii, the 
Justices, senators, representatives and delegates In congress, and commission 
ers and judicial officers of the District of Columbia. 


Tho commission, by official writ, was put so far down tho list that tho 


wlfo of Its chairman would have had to make her first call on several him 
dred other women to have kept in harmony with tho Washington social code. 
This Is a mattor of tho gravest Import in Washington society. 


Tho trouble was accentuated-by Mrs. Shonts1 social secretary, who ad 


vised her to limit her calls to wives of only high "official rank." Calls were 
•omitted which should have boon made, and Invitations declined which would 
better have boon accepted. On the other hand, calls were made and Invlta 
tlons accepted which did not In any way further the social status of the chair 
man of tho canal commission and his family. 


Out of tho enmity developing resulted the resignation. 


FORAKER THE SAME FIGHTER AS OF OLD.. 


Just now Senator Joseph Benson Foraker of 


Ohio Is one of tho most prominent public men 
standing In tho national limelight. -Two causes- 
one carefully planned, tho other accidental—bring 
Foraker well Into tho proem of tho political story 
of tho country. 


First ho Is a candidate for the Republican 


nomination for president in 1908; second, ho Is 
tho self-avowed antagnolst. of tho present Incum 
bent of the White House and all his works. 


In both these stltuatlons Forakor stands out 


primarily as a lighter. And as u fighter tho char- 
acteristics of tho man and the methods of tho 
man appeal to all dabblers la the picturesque 
chronology of tho day. 


Forakor Is one of tho men In tho senate who 


works. Ills enemies may bay ho Is bitter; they may say he Is revengeful; 
they may oven say ho Is vindicative, but they cannot deny that ho Is ever- 
lastingly, Incessantly busy. 


Ho Is up every morning before daylight, and It Is after midnight nearly 


every night before ho retires. During the most nctivo sessions of tho son- 
ato—no matter what fight ho may have on hand—ho never neglects to keep 
up his extensive line of rending. 


Without exception, ho'Is undoubtedly one of tho best Latin and Greek 


Hcolars hi public life. Hut busy as ho Is in Washington with tho affairs of 
tho nation and the affairs of his state—which state, by tho way, keeps Us 
Homitors fully occupied—he remains In closo touch with tho law, and does 
more IORII! practice 'when in Cincinnati than any other man In tho United 
States somite. 


That he Is one of the hardest workers In congress Is an established fact, 


but dcnplto his hard work, ho maintains his health. 


"I believe that Foraker has been honest In this nrownsvlllo fight," said 


onp close to the administration to i«iu tho other evening In AVashlngton. 
believe he Is sincere In the stand he has taken and is doing what he believes 
Is right." 


Thoso who beard Senator Foraker mako his nrownsvlllo speech In the 


rcnnto tin) other day, and who knew him In tho old Ohio fights, recognized 
In him tho samo old "Fire Alarm" Foraker. They recognized In him tho same 
quick spirit of repartee—tho same eager sarcasm—the samo alertness to 
recover n lost point. Ho Is tho samo Forakor that ho was 20 years ago. Tho 
years have whitened his hair, but It has not dimmed the enthusiasm and the 
fighting spark that has boon within him since those school days when ho 
"licked" his playmates. 


NEGROES ARE SERVED IN RESTAURANT OF HOUSE. 


Southerners nro Indignant because tho other 


day for the. first time in tho memory of members 
of congress negroes have been served at tho 
house of representatives' restaurant. 


While several southern men wore dining In 


tho portion reserved for members and their guests, 
a negro accompanied by a white woman entered, 
took seats at an adjoining tnblo and ordered food 
as cooly as though they had no Idea of tho prece- 
dents they wore smashing. 


Tho negro waiters served thorn with alacrity. 


Adamson, of Georgia; Randoll, of Louisiana; Tay- 
lor, of Alabama, and a few other southerners wero 
dining In tho same room. 


Representative Weeks, of Massachusetts, and 


Gardner, of Michigan, at an adjoining table, waited 
to BOO what tho southern" members would do. They did nothing. They con- 
tinued to oat without starting a lynching bee, 


After they had returned to the Democratic cloakroom they decided to 


"cut out" dining In tho house restaurant hereafter. "Wo oro not In tho habit 
of'dlnlng with negroes," sold one of them, "and wo don't propose to do It now, 
oven If It Is permitted at the capltol." 


And only Saturday Senator Tlllman, of South Carolina, gloated over tho 


fact that there wore places In Washington.where negroes "could not drink 
with white men, and you senators know it Is true." 


"It Is a good thing Senator Tlllman was not eating In there when that 


colored man sat down," commented one of the negro waiters after tho restau- 
rant episode had occurred, "because there sure would have been something 
doing." 


DAMAGE CAUSED BY SPURS OF OFFICERS. 


It Is only at tho national capital that young women exploit the grievance 


about having their best gowns rent In twain by spurred officers of tho army 
and navy and by tho uniformed foreigners. It may be that spurs are called 
for by tho 'regulations, but they are certainly a groat nuisance when tho 
White House Is crowded to tho doors and nearly air tho feminine toilets nro 
of fragile lace, chiffon and mull.

tucky, "and I'm opposed to raising frogs for our French population. If they 
must havo frogs, let 'em bring 'em with 'em. It's class discrimination."
